Chit sILLASP! 
OR SEGREGATION 


Tells Grand Jurors Result of 
His Study of Social 
Evil, 


The grand jury is giving attention to 
segregation as a means of regulating 
the social evil. W. J. Kinsella, the fore- 
man, and Frank E. Fowler, a member 
of the grand jury, called on Acting Chief 
Gillaspy Monday evening and got his 
Opinion on the question. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Chief Gil- 
laspy said: 

“I believe segregation is the easiest 
and best solution of the problem. Re- 
cently I have read something upon the 
subject in an effort to discover in the 
methods in vogue in Europe some sug- 
gestions that would be helpful in St. 
Louis. Men who nave studied the ques- 
tion seem to be almost unanimously in 
favor of segregation and surveillance. ! 
also had proof of the advantages of this 
System in conditions I saw in Denver, 
Salt Lake City and San Francisco, 
Where the question has been met open- 
ly and with good results. 

“There should be some pee reserved 
for these. women. . That district should 
be east of Beaumont street at least. 
I oppose giving them any street on 
which there are street cars, and believe 
that the reservation should be large 
enough to give them plenty of room, 
So that they may not be subjected to 
unjustly high rents. Se long as Lucas 
avenue has been practically devoted to 
this use, I don’t believe it would be a 
good plan to remove them ‘from their 
present quarters unless some _  circum- 
Stance which I don't at present foresee 
should arise to make it advisable. But 
of course they must not be allowed to 
move any further westward. Market 
Street and Olive street ought , to be 
kept absolutely free. 

‘I have had within the last tow weeks 
many complaints from residents of the 
West End, where under various guises 
these women have established them- 
Selves. I think it is much better to 
have them in a known district and un- 
der close scrutiny of the police than 
to permit them to wander into resi- 
dence districts, This is the opinion 
i gave Mr. Kinsella and Mr. Fowler of 
the grand jury when they called on me.

Man Accused of Slaying Mrs. 
Rosa Mangrum of Nash- 
ville, Released. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 10.—Prose- 
cuting Attorney Price agreed today tu 
the reduction of the bond of Dr. J. 
Herman Feist, accused of the murder 
of Mrs. Rosa Mangrum, to $1000. Dr. 
Feist, who has been in Jail in default of 
$10,000 bail, and who had instituted ha- 
beas corpus proceedings, furnished the 
bond and was released. 

Attorney Price’s move is said to be 
another proof of the anxiety of the 
State to conceal its evidence until the 
case goes to trial. Although the of- 
fense is nonbailable, Dr. Feist was al- 
lowed his freedom on $10,000 bond when 
arrested six weeks ago, rather than dis- 
close the evidence in a preliminary trial. 
He is now under indictment. 

Mrs. Mangrum disappeared the night 
of Dec. 14, when she was to haye left 
Nashville for St. Louis. The kneory 
of the prosecution is that she lef the 
Union Station, was drugged, robbed of 
$1500 and jewelry worth that amount, 
scalped to make identification difficult, 
and’a stomach pump used to remove 
traces of the drug. Her body was found 
Jan. 25 in the Ohio River at Cairo, 
where it is supposed to have floated 
from Nashville.

Frequent quarrels with -her husband 
during the 14 years of her married life 
are thought by the parents of Mrs.

They were unable to 
unlock the door and Schmidt, standing 
on a chair, broke the transom and 
peered in. He saw his wife lying in 
bed. Schmidt and Straib then went 
downstairs and Mrs. Straib says 
Schmidt said he believed Mrs. Schmidt 
had killed herself. Schmidt then left for 
the home of his brother-in-law in Caron- 
delet. 

Straib summoned Mrs. Schmidt s fa- 
ther, Frederick Schirmer of.

Victima Terrible Death. 

The scenes at Ottajano when the first 
victims were brought in. were terrible. 
The bodies showed that the victims had 
died while in a state of great terror, 
the faces being convulsed with fear. 

Three bodies were found in a. confes- 
sional of one of the fallen churches. 
One body was that of an old woman, 
who was sitting with her right hand 
raised as though to ward off the ad- 
vancing danger. 

The second was that of a child about 
8 years old.

Many tales are told of heroic rescues 


on the part of the soldiers sent to the 


assistance of the sufferers at Ottajano 


and elsewhere.

jano, calling out: ‘“‘Who wants help? 
Who wants help?” He was rewarded 
by hearing a woman’s voice reply in 
weak:.tones, and, springing from his 
horse, the soldier called a comrade to 
his assistance and floundered among 
the ashes until he arrived at the ruined 
walls of a house from which the voice 
se@med to come. 

As he made his way toward the build- 
ing the soldier shouted words of en- 
couragement, and, climbing over a heap 
of ruins and braving a toppling wall, he 
entered the building and in the cellar 
found the bodies of three children. 

Near them was a woman, barely alive, 
who, by almost superhuman efforts last- 
ing for hours, had succeeded in free- 
ing herself from a mass of debris which 
had fallen on her. The soldier picked 
the woman up in his arms and carried 
her to a place of safety, where it was 
found that both of her legs were broken 
and that she had been badly crushed 
about the body. It is belfleved she will 
live, although she endured further suf- 
fering for some time after her rescue, 
owing to the difficulty experienced in 
finding a surgeon to attend to her.

Folk Puts Railroad Com- 
missioner’s Little Bill Up to 
Attorney-General. 








WANTS LEGAL OPINION] 


In the Meantime Joseph Rice 
Must Wait for His 
Money. 


Goy. Folk is awaiting an opinion from 
Attorney-General Hadley before decid- 
ing whether to approve the expense ac- 
count of Joseph P. Rice, Railroad Com- 
missioner, which was held up by the 
Governor over a week ago because Rice 
had charged railroad fare from Jeffer- 
son City to St. Louis and back to Jef- 
ferson City, when he was not at the 
State cazsital. 

The Governor referred the expense 

account to the Attorney-General foran 
opinion as to whether it was proper to 
pay it. 
‘ The opinion is expected to cover sev- 
eral important questions concerning the 
railroad commissioners. The law estab- 
lishing the commission provides that its 
office shall be in Jefferson City, but 
does not require the members to reside 
at the capital. 

The law also provides that members 
of the commission shall be paid their 
actual expenses incurred while attend- 
ing hearings or investigations by the 
commission. 

It has been the custom for many 
years of members of the commission to 
charge their raibroad fare from and to 
Jefferson City, while their trips origi- 
nated and ended at other places. 

When Rice’s expense account reaclied 
the Governor, he learned from inves- 
tigation that Rice was not in Jefferson 
City. The hearing on which he had 
charged $7.50 railroad fare and $4 hotel 
bill was in- St. Louis, Rice's home. It 
was stated to the Governor that Rice 
had expended the money he was seek- 
ing to recover from the State. 

The Attorney-General’s opinion -is ex- 
pected to cover the question as to 
whether or not Railroad Commissioners 
were intended by the Legislature to re- 
side in Jefferson City, and whether or 
not their expenses should be charged 
from Jefferson City, the office of the 
commission, or from thelr homes in dif- 
ferent parts of the State. 

It is not known when this opinion will 
be sent to the Governor. It is possible 
no opinion ‘will be given until Attorney 
General Hadley recovers his health and 
returns to his office, though it is prob- 
able it will be given by one of the as- 
sistants, 

Rice is still in Washington, D. C., and 
could not be seen.

OF MAS. DENNIS 


Theory That Former St. Louis 
Woman Did Not Die of 
-Blood Poisoning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 10.—There is a 
story afloat that Mrs. Hugh Dennis of 


St. Louis. whose death here 10 days 
ago created a big sensation, did not die 
of blood poison following an operation. 
The story is in the “they say” stage 
as yet and ‘may be exploded before 
night. 

‘It was known at the time of Mrs. 
Dennis’ death that she had a frequent 
caller at the Hotel Marseilles, the Hotel 
Alabama and the Park Avenue Hotel. 
There was much speculation as to who 
this apparently wealthy friend was, but 
his name did not become known to the 
authorities until yesterday. 

Today it is published that this myste- 
rious visitor is the son of a railroad 
financier of world-wide reputation, who 
is now dead. It is likely that this man 
of wealth and influence will be interro- 
gated quietly by the Coroner, as his 
position in life is so high that it Is 
doubtful whether he would be subjected 
to a. subpena. 

Coroner Shrady begins his inquest this 
afternvou. Already he has had Miss 
Ciare E. Page before him and she is 
believed to have told-about the love af- 
fairs and quarrels of the unfortunate 
woman. Her talk with the Coroner was 
in secret. 

“Count” Had Duplicate Courtship. 

This Miss Page is the young woman 
who is prosecuting ‘‘Count’’ Aribert 
Sacky on a charge of swindling her out 


of $16,000. He, too, has a St. Louis his- 
tory and was a friend of Mrs. Dennis. 
Miss Page says she is a California grass- 
widow, but refuses to tell her late hus- 
band's name. She asserts that he gave 
her $50,000 when they played ‘‘quits” and 
she will not bring his name‘into pub- 
licity. 

“Mrs. Dennis was a charming wom- 
an,’’ said Miss Page to a reporter, “‘and 
told me that her friend, ‘Count’ Aribert 
Sacky, choked her because she broke 
off an engagement to marry her. Miss 
Hore Scher, I understand, knows all 
about the affair. The Coroner's office 
will find @ut before the investigation is 
completed that there is a whote lot that 
has not been told. 

“While 1 know that Sacky ‘was en- 
gaged to Mrs. Dennis, she herself’ told 
me that she never gave him but $%. She 
broke off the engagement when she 
found out certain things about the mon- 
ey I had leaned him. She upbraided 
him, and it was then that he struck 
her. I know that Mrs. Dennis was des- 
perately in love with Sacky. He was 
professing love for Mrs. Dennis and my- 
self at the same time.’’ : 

Coroner Shrady had nine other wit- 
nesses before him in a secret investi- 
gation. One was Miss Hope Scher, who 
shared the apartment with Mrs. Den- 
nis when she lived at the Hotel Ala- 
bama. Miss Scher is now living at St. 
George, Staten Island. She tola her 
friends that she moved to Staten Island 
to keep away from the reporters. 

Although the Coroner will not dis+ 
cuss what Miss Scher told him: and 
although he will admit that she will 
not be called at the inquest. it is un- 
derstood that she told the Coroner all 
abou the friendship and quarrel § be- 
tween Mrs: Dennis and “Count” 
Sacky. Mrs. Dennis’ women frtends. 
that is, those who knew her best, scoff 
at the ideu that her death was either 
directly or indirectly the result of an 
operation, 

Another witness known to have been 
subjected to long questioning by the 
Coroner was William Henry Lee, em- 
ployed by the Equitable Life, who has 
an office in the Flatiron Building. Mr. 
Lee also refused to discuss what he 
had unfolded to the Coroner, except to 
admit that he had told the Coroner 
that Mrs. Dennis and Sacky had known 
each other and that Sacky, believing 
Mrs. Dennis had considerable money, 
had tried to interest her in his em- 
bryo company for importing Ameriean 
cattle into Egypt. 

Pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the Coroner's office to make pub- 
lic as little as possible about the Den- 
nis case, and it is said that several 
persons well known in social and buaij- 
ness circles have interested them- 
selves. 

Sacky admitted that 
Mrs. Dennis for several years, but de- 
nied the charge that he ever 
choked or struck her.

THE OLD AND THE NEW. 

The eruption of Vesuvius is the most important of 
the current events now engrossing the attention of 
modern Europe. It will help those who see the 
Post-Dispatch collection of sculptures for the public 
schools to realize how very modern the antique is 
when we get a close view of it. 

Some of the most notable examples of the antique 
in the Post-Dispatch collection were covered up and 
hermetically sealed for preservation by: Vesuvius in 
the year 79 after Christ, when the mountain must 
have looked to the only scientist watching it as it 
looks now to the Italian scientists who have just 
been rescued from their.observatory near the crater. 

We think the scientific spirit modern, but it is to

Two Errors of Socialism. 

LTHOUGH there are said to be as 

many kipde of Socialism as 

brands of pickles, most of us umnN- 
derstand sufficiently well that the po- 
litical Socialists dream of a co-oper- 
ative c%monwealth in which land 
and capital shall be administered by 
a central authority for the com- 
mon good. One class think = that 
evolution in industry is to produce a 
large trust which shall practically own 
all land and capital, and that society 
wilH then take over the trust. These 
Socialists agitate, but are unwilling to 
Support ameliorative measures or steps 
toward Socialism. Another class pre- 
fer to assist practical movements for 
extending the functions of Government. 

Then there are the bi-Socialists, or 
sinzle-taxers, who would socialize only 
land and all businesses which require 
public permission of franchises. 

There are few extreme individualists. 
Mest of us are Socialistic to some ex- 
tent in our ideas of governemnt. But 
we have no settled convictions; we 
trust to expediency rather than to prin- 
ciples. We have no rule for determin-

Uncle Sam and Good Roads. 

Postmaster-General Cortelyou has be- 
come so far interested in the subject of 
good roads as to agree tO co-operate with 
officials in Illinois in measures to be 
taken for their improvement in that 
State. 

It may be that Mr. Cortelyou has no 
authority in this direction, and that he 
only intends his good offices in the mat- 
ter, but it is encouraging to the friends 
of national aid to road improvement to 
know that so distinguished a member of 
the administration is even loking into 
the subject. This is all that is needed— 
to get the men of affairs to studying 
along the line of the Brownlow-Latimer 
good roads bill. 

The necessity for road improvement is | 
everywhere apparent. How to get them 
improved has been a problem since the 
country's earliest days. The - states 
have handled the trouble in almost as 
many different ways‘as there are states 
and yet the roads are no better than 
forty, fifty or sixty years ago. In fact, 
many of them have gone from bad to 
worse until present highway conditions, 
taking the country over, are simply in- 
tolerable, and the time has come when 
something must be done to relieve the 
situation. 

The annual loss to American farmers 
because of bad roads amounts to more 
than one-half billion dollars. 

We shall have no systematic road im- 
provement until we have national co- 
operation with the states, and we shall 
not have this national aid. until the peo- 
ple demand it of congressmen and those 
who aspire to be congressmen. 

You can get a copy of the national 
aid bill by writing to your Senator or 
Representative or to Hon. W. P. Brown- 
low, at Washington.

since. 

Wasson came to St. Louis from Wi- 
no Minn., during the World's Fair. 
He opened a notions. and confectionery 
store on Sidney street, but it was not 
profitable, and 17 months ago he opened 
the grocery on Washington avenue. At 
that time he was a bachelor with quar- 
ters over the store. 

Last August Mrs. Anna Hightower, a 
widow, with four daughters, three of 
whom are grown, and a son, 19 years 
old; came to St. Louis from Frederick- 
town, Mo. Mrs. Hightower dealt at 
Wasson’s grocery. and in a short while 
she and Wasson became acquainted. 

“Mr. Wasson and I-were married Dec. 
28," Mrs. Wasson said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “and we never had an 
unpleasant word. He thought so much 
of my children, and acted toward them 
just the same as though they were his, 
If he had any financial trouble [ know 
nothing of it. 

‘“He kissed me P ggrundtg 4 on the morn- 
ng he disAppeared, and there was noth- 
ing to indicate that he intended to re- 
main away. About noon I went over to 
the store and was told by the clerk that 
Mr. Wasson had gone downtown on 
business. I was not alarmed then, but 
when night came and he had not re- 
turned, I was frightened. I told the

all the symptoms of bubonic plague. 
The pus killed the animal in less than 24 
hours. , 

There are now four patients in the 
Quarantine Hospital at. Reedy Island. 
They are all barefooted lascars, who 
apparently had the disease on their ar- 

val in port. They are isolated, and 
the greatest precaution is being taken 
to keep the disease from spreading. 


Spread by Rats and Bedbugs. 


The Burrsfield still remains at the/ 


quarantine station under close guard. 
She will be kept where she is until 
all signs of the disease are gone and 
will then be thoroughly fumigated. 

While Dr. Irwin says that there is 
absolutely no reason fgr the people 
of Philadelphia to become =§ panic- 
stricken, he acknowledges that the 
disease has baffled the medical pro- 
fession ail over the world. When it 
breaks out medical men from every 
part of the civilized world flock to the 
spot in order to study the course of 
the disease. 

Up to this time only one thing has 
been decided upon. Bubonic plague is 
a form of blood poisoning, being fata) 
in any time from 24 hours to 15 days. 
Post-mortem examinations show 
nothing but the swelling of the 
glands, and perhaps an abrasion of 
the tissues. Even after death there is 
nothing to guide the medical frater- 
nity as to how to go to work to fight 
the terrible destroyer. 

Medical men have decided that there 
are two channels through which the 
disease is spread—rats and bedbugs. 
In Asia, the home of the diséase, the 
former is the most prolific agent, as 
the lascars invariably go barefooted 
and time and time again step on a 
dead rat, thereby inoculating them- 
selves. 

Dr. Irwin said last night: “Should 
these men who have -the disease at 
present die I will have the bodies 
placed in quicklime and buried in 
the sand of Reedy Island.”

Great Tenor’s Work Crowns 
Conried Production of 
Flotow’s Opera, 





remember hearing 
Caruso last night very much as folks re- 
menibered Mario for the first time long 
years ago, when Owen Meredith poet- 
ized of that earlier tenor’s soul-saving 
Singing of ‘‘Non ti-scordar di me.” Of 
you can't always tell about these 
things at range—but the greatest 
singer of generation undoubtedly 
Olympic in the open- 
ing bill of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany’s engagement and I don't see how 
anyone can ever forget his voice. 

There had been a tremendous curiosity 
to hear Caruso. New York had raved 
icver him all season, and, before that, 
turope had gone wild about him. Every 
one upon whose ears the magic of his 
notes had tallen agreed that they were 
of the purest gold in tenor quality. 
Whenever he sang the house was 
crowded and rapt with adoration. Out 
into the rest of the country, while he 
Sang on in New York as the mainstay 
of the Conried season, came the fame 
of him. until it possessed the souls of 
those who listened: What — wonder, 
then, when tKe Conried forces, with 
Caruso at their head, entered St. Louis 
and “‘Martha’ was announced as the 
opening bill, Caruso singing the role of 
Lionel, that the Olympic should have 
packed to its doors with a great 
| throng already Caruso-maqd in anticipa- 
tion? 

And so it was that the opening scene 
of the first act of Flotow’s exquisitely 
melodious little opera, even with Sem- 
brich as .Lady Henrietta and Homer 
as Nancy, went almost unheeded, pend- 
ing the coming of Caruso? And what 
wonder that when he came, entering un- 
obtrusively in the second scene, clad 
in dull and homely green, carrying a 
sober-hueq cloak on his arm, a modest 
smile. lighting his boyish face, the 
twinkle of comedy in his brown eyes, 
that a great sigh of gratification outdid 
the applause in genuine impressive- 
ness? It was Caruso, you know—and we 
had heard so much Ay him: 

Down to the front of the stage he 
strolled, flicking the dust off his cloak 
With solicitous fingers and carefully 
folding the garment as he advanced, 
and, seating himself at the little table, 
listened with amusement to the singing 
of the Richmond villagers as the hiring 
of the farm girls went on. Occasionally 
he made whispering comment to his 
friend Plunkett, the big and genial M. 
Plancon, and once or twice he seemed 
fo exchange jests with the countrymen 
Standing behind him. Then, just for a 
moment, in the little “Fratel Mio’’ 
phrase, the Caruso voice sounded—and 
from that instant it claimed and held 
its cwn, a voice not to be denied by its 
Seneration. Purity of tone, a fine dell- 
cacy “ana softness that leads you to 
tremble for doubtfulness of its fire and 
strength when the demand .shall be 
made later, a meeting of this demand 
that causes wonderment as to the earlier 
daintiness, an intense dramatic quality, 
a Sweetness and power of pathos in 
tonal expression which seems to be al- 
nost exclusively the possession of Ital- 
ian throats—these were the demonstra- 
tions of the voice in a fine sequence of 
development. And always with such 
amazing ease. a deceptive ease that 
might lead the unthinking into error as 
lo the importance of the achievement. 

Not until the second act was reached, 
however, did the full manifestation of 
Caruso's quality as a lyric tenor really 
take place. There, in the scenes with 
Plunkett, Lad» Henrietta and Nancy, 
aud later with Henrietta alone, the new 
singer established his right to the place 
that has been given him. The several 
solo strains, the duet. with Henrietta, 
the quartet in the spinning-wheel 
scene, the surpassing tenderness of the 
response to Henrietta’s singing of “‘The 
Last Rose of Summer,” all were admira- 
bly done, so much more than meeting 
expectation. high as that expectation 
Was, that the close of the act found the 
audience fairly swept off its feet. Then, 
later, in the exquisite ‘‘M’Appari’’ solo 
and in the touching numbers of, the 
fourth act, bringing the story to its 
close, the young Italian crowned the 
steady and cumulative growth ef his 
evening's work with a strong and sure 
touch of vocal and dramatic efficiency. 
it was the finishing touch of a master- 
craftsman in love with his task. 

1 Star cast of this opening pro- 
duction of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
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pany’s engagement fully sustained what 
Mr. Conried had been pleased to an- 
nounce concerning the offering. Mme. 
Sembrich’s Lady Henrietta was a most 
admirable interpretation, marked by 
great brilliancy of voice and a fine spirit 
of mingled comedy and _ tenderness. 
Patti, and perhaps one or two others 
of Sembric greatest predecessors, 
dave perhaps sung ‘“‘The Last Rose of 
Summer” straighter to the hearts of 
its hearers, giving it a truer ballad sim- 
plicity of appeal, but, nevertheless, 
Sembrich’s rendition was excellent, 
whilé, in the more florid and technically 
difficult passages of Lady Henrietta’s 
score, last night's singer is probably 
not to be surpassed in our day. M. 
Plancon as Plunkett sang in splendid 
voice and put a richness of dramatic 
understanding into his work = which 
causes it to stand out as a minor mas- 
terpiece. The Nancy of Mme. Louise 
Homer was sung with absolute satis- 
fvingness and acted with an abandon to 
the spirit of the story which properly 
completed its appeal to its audience. 
Under the direction of Mr. Arturo Vig- 
na, the great Metropolitan Opera House 
orchestra seemed a tremendous musical 
instrument, played upon by its conduct- 
or with unfailing certainty of effect. 
The chorus was capable throughout. 

And now, tonight, just as we heard 
last night the greatest living Italian 
tenor. Caruso, we are to hear the great- 
est German tenor, Heinrich Knote, who 
appears in the title role of ‘‘Lohengrin.”’ 
Knote, sweet-voiced as well as robust, 
has earned for nimself the name of the 
“German Jean de Reszke,"’ and has been 
one of the big hits of the Metropolitan 
company’s season. Marie Rappold will 
be the Elsa of the cast, and it seems to 
be in order to look forward confidently 
to what promises. to be the greatest 
production of ‘‘Lohengrin’’ ever made 
in St. Louis.
